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THE PASSAGE OF THE DOUBLE STAN­ 
DARD BILL. 
The measure known as the Bland silver 
bill passed the House of Representatives 
on the 21st instant, with all the Senate's 
Amendments, by a vote of 204 to 72. Mr. 
Bland first introduced the bill in 1876, and 
passed the House by a good majority, bat 
it failed in the Senate. It was again taken 
ap, and passed the House on the 5th of 
November, 1877, by a vote of ICI to 34. The 
original bul was materially amende! by 
the Senate, and was concurred in with the 
amendments on the 16th of February, the 
vote standing 48 to 21. It was then re­ 
turned to the House, and atter one of the 
moat remarkable debates, considering the 
limited time to each speaker, ever heard in 
that hall, the bill passed untouched, by a 
flattering vote ot 204 to 72. Ii has gone to 
the President for his signature, and the 
probabilities are thai it will be returned 
approved on Monday. 
Those opposed 
to 
the 
bill 
are 
in 
hopes 
that 
the President wiil veto it, but the m&ionty 
in favor of the measure is so overwhelm­ 
ingly larger, that unless he simply wants 
to place himself on the records, that it will 
be useless for him to stamp it with a veto. 
It will bec3me a law in spite of the Exe­ 
cutive opposition. 
Never betore in the history of this coun­ 
try has any question been taken before 
Cdngress which so united the West, as this 
silver measure. The unanimity was re­ 
markable. The Northwestern States clasp­ 
ed hands and became almost a unit in favor 
of the bill. When Hewitt, of New York, 
made a motion to table the bill, nine West­ 
ern Stales cast SO votes against the motion. 
Ohio cast 17, Indiana, 13, Illinois, 19 Iowa, 
9, Wisconsin and Michigan, 8 each, Minne­ 
sota, 2, Kansas, 3 and Nebraska, I. We 
regret that that the same unanimity was 
not shown in the desire to make the com­ 
ing dollar equal in value to a gold dollar, 
and to accomplish this had put in it at 
least 425 grains instead of 4121*. This 
would have made the Bland bul entirely 
unobjectionable to the men who believe in 
a double standard. 
The next question is, how wiil this meas* 
ure effect the country ir It mu.-l be ad­ 
mitted by all thinking men that for some 
time it cannot produce any material change 
ia business. Those who hope that by 
some mysterious means the silver dollars 
will take a bee-line from the mints to their 
pockets, will be badly deceived. If they 
haven't money now, they can't get it evea 
by the Bland bill unless they have some­ 
thing to get it with. There are two salu­ 
tary influences which we may reasonably 
hope the silver bill will exert on the coun­ 
try—it will satisfy, in a great measure, the 
public mind, and will no doubt in a large 
degree settle the financial condition of the 
United States.

This action will surprise the people 
of Rock county, as it has been the custom 
to hold the fair at one place for at least two 
consecutive years; and tor another reason, 
that Janesville had complied with all the 
requirements of the Society in raising the 
necessary funds with which to make the 
grounds 
as 
desirable 
in

respects, as any in Wisconsin. There was 
nothing lacking to give the Janesville 
grounds a superiority over all others for 
State fair purposes. Still, the Committee 
were prejudiced in favor of Madison. The 
almost absolute certainty of meeting with 
greater financial success in this city than at 
any other point in the State, did not seem 
to have any influence over a majority of 
the Committee. Madison wanted it, and 
though the people had not raised the 
amount demanded by the Society, yet there 
was 
a 
prospect 
that 
they 
would, 
aod if they succeeded, the Committee 
promised to give them the benefit of the 
fair. The amount required to be raised is 
$3,000, and there is no doubt, the sum will 
be obtained, as Madison is bestirring itself 
quite lively in that direction.

some solid facts, showing the advantages of 
locating the fair at Janesvilie^but the Com* 
mittee shut their eyes and went it blind on 
Madison. We think the decision of the 
Committee wrong for two very substantial 
reasons: First, it has been the rule, as we 
have said, to hold the fair in the same 
place for at least two years; and the 
second, and the more important reason, is 
that from a financial point of view, Janes­ 
ville is the better place, and for that reason 
alone, should have been selected. 


ten. The “Text Book Bill" is still in the 
hands of the Committee on Education. It 
has very little support this year and will 
doubtless meet with deserved defeat. A 
bill has been Introduced making some 
changes ia the reports ’required of district 
clerks, simplifying them and omitting 
some unimportant items. 
Another important bill before the As­ 
sembly is one requiring the attendance of 
every child between the ages of 8 and 14 
years, upon a common school for at least 
twelve weeks in each school year, unless 
the Board of Education shall grant an ex­ 
cuse on account of bodily or mental Infirm* 
ity, necessity co labor tor the support ut an 
indigent parent, brother or sister, or from 
the (act that the child is being or has been 
otherwise educated. It also forbids the 
employment, by any manufacturer or oth­ 
er person, ol any child under fourteen 
years of age, during established school 
hours, unless the former provision of the 
law ha9 been complied with. It also pro­ 
vides for ascertaining the condition of 
children employed at dailyjabor, or not In 
attendance, the furnishing of books to in­ 
digent children, and the imposing of pen­ 
alties tor violations of the act. On the 
whole it seems to be a very good device 
for securing the attendance of all children 
upon the common school for a portion, at 
least, of each year. The Bureau of Educa* 
tion at Washington, has just called upon 
Superintendent Whitford to furnish an 
Educational Exhibit for the Paris Exposi­ 
tion.

fcThe State Bar Association met at Madi­ 
son on Wednesday afternoon, and adjourn­ 
ed on Thursday morning. There were al­ 
most two hundred and fifty members pres­ 
ent, which may be considered a very fair 
representation. One of the main object! 
in meeting was to take some action regard 
log candidates for two additional justices 
of the Supreme Court. Before the Associ­ 
ation convened, however, party caucuses 
of the Legislature went to work and took 
the responsibility of making such nomina­ 
tions out of the hands ot the lawyers.

KILLED AND EATEN. 


’ Suffering* or rn. Veneer* Crew—A Week 
at (Sea W ithout Food.: 
Captain Charles Keeoe, of the schooner 
Speedwell, arrived in New York a few 
days ago, bringing with him the oflloers 
and 
all, except 
one, of 
the crew 
of the Hallie ii. Stedman. 
He re­ 
ported that he fonnd her nearly water­ 
logged, but making steerage way, under 
fore aud maintops*ii, northeast ot the Ber­ 
muda Islands. Hbe wa* fly mg the Auieri** 
eau fl*g, Lu I on down, as a signal of dis­ 
tress. He scut bis first mate, H. O. Saw­ 
yer, to her, aud he took away all on board. 
He reported that nothing movable was left 
ou deck, and that the men were hardly 
able to walk. Every article of food in the 
Stedman had been consumed eight days 
previously. 
The remains of a man wete 
tauud, from which parts of the flesh had 
been CUL Some of the flesh so removed 
was found in a barrel with some salt. 
Tn is, it was explained to Sawyer, was done 
to prevent it from spoiling. The captain, 
who was wasted with hunger, told the 
mate that two colored men of the crew had 
quarreled, aud one had killed the other in 
self-defense. The body was immediately 
cut up and eaten, all hands helping to do 
it. The six survivors speedily recovered 
their health on board the Speedwell. The 
captain of the Stedman was found Mon­ 
day by a reporter. 
His bronzed cheeks 
were yet sunken, though hi9 eyes bad re­ 
covered brightness. His name is S. G. Hig­ 
ht e. He told his story willingly. 
George Heman was the first of the col­ 
ored men to give out. After he had been 
without food tor four to five days he be­ 
came crazy. On the morning of the 30th 
the three colored men were in the forecas­ 
tle together. There were no white men 
there. I was afterward told by the other 
tao colored men that Heman declared he 
would kill Walter Sampion to eat him. 
Each of the three had a pistol, as I after­ 
wards discovered. Huddenly Heman made 
an attack on Hampson. He did not fire at 
him with his pistol. He either drew it or 
else attempted to strike him. Sampson, 
however, was too quick for him. He drew 
his own pistol and killed Heman instantly. 
He fired three shots. Heman did not fire. 
I heard the shots. I went into the forecas* 
tie and found Heman dead. The rest of us 
were afraid of our lives. If the negroes 
had not got into the quarrel and killed one 
of themselves, probably they -would have 
attacked us. We had no pistols. That af­ 
ternoon we cut a piece off of the fleshy 
part of the leg, and broiled it on the fire. 
What we did not want we put in a barrel 
with some salt, because we did not want to 
run the risk of having another man shot. 
The rest ot the body we afterwards buried, 
with proper ceremonies. I ate a piece as 
argo as my two fingers only. It was 
handed to me as it was taken off the fire 
and I covered it on both sides with mus­ 
tard. I tasted nothing but the mustard, 
but that night I felt bad effects from it. I 
resolved that I would eat no more of it. I 
don't think any of us was in his right mind 
on January 3()tb. I am pretty sure I was 
not. It seemed to me as if my blood had 
stopped flowing. I felt throughout my 
whole body just as a man's toot feels when 
it is asleep. The next day the Hpeedwell 
rescued U9. The schooner went to the bot­ 
tom probably the night we lett her.

The Proper Way to Work a Horse. 
There never was a greater mistake made 
than to say that a man who owns a horse, 
and drives a horse, knows all about a horse; 
for in a majority of cases, it is the very re- 
yerse. There are two classes of horses, 
work and pleasure ; and all horses who do 
pulling aud hauling heavy leads are term­ 
ed work horses, and the balance axe horses 
of pleasure. It need only be raid of work' 
ing horses, that they should be well clean­ 
ed and ted, have their regular hours of rest 
aud plenty of time before their work com­ 
mences, to digest their tc >d. It is a mis* 
take to say that hors es having a loog jour­ 
ney to go, are benefitted by .being driven 
slowly ; tor it the road be good, the weath­ 
er cot too warm, and the load not very 
heavy, it will be better to drive him at the 
rate of eight miles an hour than at five 
miles an hour ; for then he will get to his 
stable sooner, be ted earlier, and have a 
longer rest for the trials ot to-morrow. 
Of course the work of farm birses is 
generally slow, and they do not need the 
same attention as fast working horses, and 
can be ted and watered at almost any time; 
but with horses of pleasure, everything is 
different; Tor as a rule, they are in the sta­ 
ble three-fourths of the time, and should 
never be taken out or driven on full stom­ 
achs, which there is never any necessity 
for ; for it the stable man is apprised of 
their going out, he eta fir the feeding time 
to suit the convenience ot the horses. 
When harnessed, and the driver seated, he 
should never send them off with a jerk or 
strike them with a whip ; but by speaking 
to them kindly,allow them to increase their 
speed by degrees, but never force it. 
A steady pace, say ten miles an hour, is 
more preferable than sending them along 
by fits and starts. The less punishment a 
horse gets, the better for all parties ; al­ 
though it is true, that a lazy horse along 
with a free one, must be kept up to hts 
work; or 
else 
the 
latter 
will 
be 
"played 
out” before half the trip is 
ended ; and,in this case, the whip must be 
used; but do it gently ; so as to remind 
him of his duty, but do not hurt him ; and 
in.no case should the whip be given to rn 
horse that is exhausted, tor no good is 
gained by it; while the result may be bad. 
Fear of the whip causes sudden starting 
and stumbling, and as the whip cannot 
cure it, do not use it; but get somebody to 
hold the horse's head, and when you are 
ready, let the man lead him along easily, 
and in this way he will get broke of it, 
atter a while. 
A good dnver, going at the rate of ten 
miles an hour, will not drive up hill and 
down at the same rate, but will guide him­ 
self according to the ro£l, and ease them 
in rough places, lo traveling fest, horses 
should have a sip of wat.r every hour; 
and if going a long distance, one feed in 
the center of the journey will be sufficient. 
As said before, kindness goes a long way 
with a horse. This is the best point I can 
give you, and do not forget it.—Hints and 
Helps to Horsemen. 


A Generous Mouse.

,The First Public School. 
The February number of The Wisconsin 
Journal of Education contributes the fol­ 
lowing important item %o the history of the 
city: “The first public school within the 
limits of the State was organic-I in Mil­ 
waukee, in the fall of I SJO. 
This was 
done when the laws of Michigan territory 
weie in force in Wisconsin, and this school 
was the only one formed in our State un­ 
der the school laws of that territory.

was kept m a frame houce erected for that 
purpose, aul situated in what is now the 
northwest! rn portion of the city.

house was afterwards converted into a 
store, and w is known as 371 Third street.’ 
It has since been torn down, and a substan­ 
tial brick building occupies its place. 
“The first teacher employed was Edward j 
West, who has, since that time, been prom- j 
meetly connected with the construction 
and use of the immense water power on, 
the Fox River, at Appleton.

years of age. 
Ile taught tor fif’y dollars h J 
month and his board. Previously he had I 
gained but little experience in scnool-work. j 
His first term was three months long, but I 
he continued In the school for two terms 
immediately afterwards.

FARM NOTES. 
Mr.J H. N. Krousc, of Montrose, Iowa, 
WHI graft this winter 200,000 apple, 15,000 
cherry, and 10,000 plain trees: 
New York hgs 241,839 farms containing 
25,659,266 acres, about two-thirde of which 
is reported aa improved land. 
Near York, Pennsylvania, Jives a farmer 
who hat kept track of* the number of 
tramps visiting his promises. 
From the 
1st ot April to the 18th of November last 
year there were 545, or an average of six­ 
teen a week. 
Dryness is one of the essential require­ 
ments lo a poultry house. Exposure to 
damp particularly at night, frequently pro­ 
duces attacks of that most fatal, aud, in its 
severed stages, contagious disease termed 
roup. 
The coffee imported into the United 
States in 1876 amounted to 1339,789,246 
pounds, and valued at $50,788,997. 
It is 
believed the coffee plant would thrive in 
"Florida, Lower California and Southern 
Texas. 
A cheese weighing 7,000 pounds has 
bteu made at the Ingersoll tactory. Can­ 
ada. It required thirty-live tons of milk 
for iis composition. 
In the last two years 13,200 acres of 
growing wheat was destroyed by grass­ 
hoppers in Douglass Co., Minnesota. Hall 
of the 20,000 acres ready tor seeding in 
that county tbc£com lng season will not be 
seeded unless the State furnishes the grain. 
Under the mistaken idea that early ex­ 
posure to cold renders the calf hardy, it is 
often turned out rn early Spring into the 
fields. Exposure to the sharp frosts of 
Spring often injures the condition of young 
animals, and renders them more liable to 
contract disease. It is important that every 
young animal should at first be supplied 
with an abundance of milk. 
We hayenot seen, as yet, a printed word 
of sympathy for the Executive Board of 
the Agricultural Society, of Warren coun ­ 
ty, IU., who were indicted by the local 
garod jury and fined $100 “for allowing 
ambling” at their last fall fair.—M u York 
Tribune. 
Good wheat ought to furnish at least 74 
per cent. of fine flour. The best samples 
often furnish 70 to HO per cent., and in a 
few rare instances ab much as 80 per cent. 
I flour has been obtained. Interior varie­ 
ties seldom produce more than OS per 
cent., and in instances of only 54 to 56 per 
cent. of flour has been obtained from bad 
simples. Go an average, wheat may be 
said to yield 75 per cent. ot flue flour and 
25 per cent of bran and middlings. 
A dozen years ago a father and his son- 
in-law made a partial payment on a seven­ 
ty-five-acre farm in Niagara conuty, New 
York, the price of which was $115 per acre. 
At the end of nine years the debt was ex­ 
tinguished, two families hay mg meanwhile 
had good support. They theu bought sev­ 
enty-five acres more at the same price. 
Part of the crop oflS77 was,$l,000 bushels 
of winter wheat from twenty-six acres. 
The Chatham Courier mentions, as a prom­ 
inent cause of their success, that “they have 
not sold a pound of hay or fairaw; all of it 
has been converted into manure and taken 
hack to the land/’ 


was not unusual for persona knowing I 
nothing of the history of the samples to 
pick out some of the earlier cut aa the fair 
est wheat, but there was no difference rec­ 
ognized which would secure a higher price 
in the market. 
If the earlier cut should prove to yield a 
greater percentage of flour, the advantage 
would not accrue to the western farmer out 
to the miller, and I infer that the articles 
urging 
early 
harvesting 
are 
either written ignorantly, or else are writ­ 
ten in the interest of millers. I conclude 
that the proper time to cut wheat is when 
the last particle of matter has passed into 
the kernel and circulation has ceased, lf 
a man has a large harvest It may be best 
for him to strike a balance between p eb­ 
ble waste at either end, and cut some too 
green rather than risk the waste of shelling 
at the last, but this is entirely another mat­ 
ter of which each one must judge for him­ 
self.—J TF. WoodtSauk County, Within bT. 
Y. Tribune. 


A Good Dairy Cow. 
At a meeting of the dairymen in Cleve­ 
land, Mr. Cornelius Baldwin, of Nelson, 
Ohio, read an essay which contained the 
following; 
There are points, forty-five or fifty in 
number, which constitute a thoroughbred 
cow. whatever the breed. We divide these 
points into two classes. 
Part ol them are 
infallible indicators.* Part are more fleet­ 
ing. Dairy cows always have dishing laces. 
Those which excel are wedge shaped. The 
milk mirror is always infiallible. 
Theu 
why bring in fleeting points ? Because the 
animal must carry all points if we wish to 
breed from her, but if we only use her tor 
milk then we need only the infallible 
points. One cow which I possessed gave 
ninety pounds of milk per day, another fit- 
ty-eight pounds. The bead should be short 
aud small, and always fine boned, rather 
long from the eye down, lips thick and 
strong. Thick, strong ribs. 
In milking 
cows only the nose should be somewhat 
concave, rather than Roman. 
A dishing 
face is hollow between the eyes. 
The eye 
should be large, showing considerable of 
the whites. Horns should have an upward 
and 
forward 
direction; 
should 
not 
be 
too 
deeply 
corrugated 
or 
cut; 
should have a waxy appearance, and the 
annual nogs should be indistinct. There 
should be no loose skin at the juncture ot 
oeck and head ; no dewlaps ; short heads, 
necks, bodies, the latter 
being the 
most important indication; shoulders com 
paratively light, good breadth at the bot­ 
tom and lower than the hips. JShe should 
ne low-sided. Hips should be high, mak­ 
ing the cow wedgeshaped. Light flanks 
for milk, but not tor beef. The udder may 
be swinging, but must have leogtb, and 
breadth; hind legs should be very crqcked, 
tail long, large at base and small at brush. 
But many of these points are fleeting. The 
dishing face is infallible; the brisket should 
be well down and forward and very thin. 
The most important points are the milk 
mirror, lacteal veins, the chine, the veins 
in udder and perineum. The chine is an 
old sign, it is single and double; the 
latter 
consisting 
of 
a 
cancellous 
growth of soft bone. If a cow pos­ 
sesses a double chine, she is sure to be a 
good cow. She may be equally good with 
a stogie chine, but then she has cups or 
notches behind the shoulder. Tne lacteal 
veins are ducts that carry the blood cot 
me milk. There are three varieties of 
milk veins, viz,: single veins double veins 
and tripple veins, also an extension yeic 
which is an important mark making a 
good cow. 
The more veins and the more 
crooked they are the higher is the indica­ 
tion. The escutcheon was discovered by a 
Frenchman in 1831 or 1832. All authori­ 
ties give it more or less weight. I believe 
it to be strictly reliable. It is that portion 
of the rear part of the animal covered with 
hair growing reversely. 
Judging by it is 
largely guess work unless one has long ex­ 
perience. There are eight different varie­ 
ties of milk mirrors. 
The highest type 
extends up to the base of the tail aud cov­ 
ers ail the back part of the thighs, as well 
as the fore part of the udder. 
In propor­ 
tion as your mirror is broad your cow will 
be good. By it we can tell how well a cow 
will hold out her milk as maturity 
approaches, and also of its quality. 


When to Out Wheat. 
Aa we annually ’draw near to harvest 
time, our agricultural journals begin to 
urge upon formers the propriety of cutting 
wheat early—while it is in the dough, or 
when the straw has turned yellow at the 
neck aud is still green at the Joints—before 
the straw is fully dry. It is often stated 
that cut in this condition the yield will be 
greater, and that the wheal will give a 
greater percentage of flour with lees ot 
bran. I have for two years tried the fol- 
lowiag experiment, which, if not conclu­ 
sive, let some one show the error: 
While the wheat was aa green ai it 
would possibly do to harvest, I have cut 
email bundles, and at intervals of three or 
four days, have cut others, so that the 
fourth bundle was cut when the wheat was 
ripe- I have dried the green Wheat 
la 
the 
•bade, 
and, 
after 
beiog 
thoroughly cured.,haying threshed them 
all, and then counted out a definite num­ 
ber of kernels from each—cay 200— and 
have weif bed them. In every case I have 
found that the fully ripe wheat was Irom 
2 to IO per cent heavier than that cut 
green. I tried it two years on different va­ 
rieties of both sprtog and winter wheat. It

Quite a serious railroad accident occur­ 
red about two miles south of Clinton last 
night. A farmer named Ole Oleson, a 
Norwegian of considerable wealth and 
local prominence, was driving toward his 
home which is about ten rods east of the 
railroad track, and as ho crossed the track 
ip*tead of keeping to the road, his team 
veered off to one side, and was floundering 
about in the mud between the .track aud 
the embankment when the north bound 
passenger train 
of the Northwestern, 
which arrives in Janesville about 9 o'clock, 
came steaming along at the usual rate of 
speed. The embankment being on one 
side, prevented the team Dom getting 
out of the way, and as the engineer did not 
see it until too late to slacked speed much, 
the engine struck the hind part of the 
wagon with full force, smashing it into floe 
kindling wood, killiag both horses almost 
instantly, and throwing Mr. Oleson some 
distance, and finally landing him in a soft 
bed of mud. As soon as possible the train 
was stopped, and run back to the scene et 
the accident. Oleson was picked up in 
sensible, and the extent of bis injuries 
could not be definitely ascertained. 
An 
empty 
whisky 
bottle 
lay 
beside him, and from his appearance it 
seemed evident that he was m a stupid 
state of 
intoxication, which doubtless 
caused him to drive into the dangerous 
place where the engine overtook him. 
There were some external bruises about 
the face and shoulders, and his hands aud 
arms were also scratched aud blooded. 
The hasty examination made revealed, 
however, no broken bones, and unless 
there 
are 
some 
internal 
injuries, 
more 
serious 
than 
were 
apparent 
at first sight, he will probably recover. His 
house being but a few rods off, he was re- 
] moved thither, and cared tor, while the 
train went on its way. It seems probable 
that the very boozy state of intoxication 
wnich led hun into the scrape was the 
cause of his miraculous escape therefrom, 
as ho was thrown some distance, and had 
he been * jiber enough to have fallen in any 
other way than as a limp bundle of rags 
some of his limbs would doubtless have 
been broken. 
It seems that no blame can 
be attached to the engineer, as he gave the 
usual signal on approaching the crossing, 
and the team was in a place where it had 
no business to be, and he did not see it in 
time to allow of much slacking of speed. 
The loss of the team, which was a valuable 
one, aud the wagon, together with the aches 
and pains which wii! now rack the lrame 
of Mr. Oleson will probably prove a most 
effectual temperance lecture to bim at 
least. Tne great wonder is that he did not 
share the fate of his hors js, and suffer i d 
st&ut death with them.

I B E STATE FAIR. 
Mr. Cyrus Miner b u returned from Mad­ 
ison where he bu been Attending the meet­ 
ing of the committee to whom was left the 
choosing of a location for the State fair. 
The comm:ttee decided to hold the lair in 
Madison provided that the grounds there 
should be fitted up to suit the wishes and 
convenience of the State societies. This 
will require An expenditure of about $3,000, 
and a week's time w as given the Madison 
people to raise the Amount. Although the 
Dane county society ba9 not pledged Itself 
to raise the amount needed, yet some of the 
prominent citizenshive become personally 
responsible, so that there is little doubt 
but that the cash will be forthcoming and 
the fair held there. It was urged in the 
meeting 
in 
behalf 
of 
Mad­ 
ison, 
that 
the 
grounds 
to 
be improyed belonged to the State so­ 
cieties. and of coarse the $3,000 to be ex­ 
pended upon them woald not only meet 
the wants of the fair, but would at the 
same time increase the value of the soci­ 
eties' property, while in Janesville the 
property belonged to the county society, 
and the improvements would be of no per­ 
manent benefit to the State societies. It 
was also argued that since the last fair was 
held in Madison, there had been an Increase 
In population, three new railroad lines had 
been added, and in fact everything was so 
conditioned that the receipts would be 
larger than ever before. 
On behalf of Janesville it was urged 
that lie figures taken from the reports cf 
the Treasurer, showed that lor the seven 
years in which the fair was held in Janes­ 
ville, the State societies took rn on the av­ 
erage. annually $2,526 more than was taken 
in on the 
average 
at 
Madison. 
It 
was 
urged 
with 
much 
force 
that 
the 
State 
societies 
did 
not need to have the value ot their own 
grounds increased, as much as they needed 
ready cash to pay off their debts, and that 
in Janesville they could obtain more of 
this needed cash with less effort than in 
Madison. The past was proof sufficient on 
this point, a9 the gate receipts had always 
been much larger in Janesville than in 
Madison. It was also urged that it had 
been the practice of the State societies to 
hold the fair tor at least two successive 
years in one place. The Rock county so- 
ciety last year expended a good deal of 
money, and ought to have the benefit of the 
old-timed practice of having the fair tor 
two years at least. 
In spite of these points so ably urged by 
Mr. Miner, the committee decided adverse, 
ly to Janesville.
